11 volunteers were on duty. 
Out of 3,500 members in local 


civic, patriotic and service organi- 
zations, Dixon has mustered only 
160 air defense volunteers, Earle

Three U. S. F-84 jet fighters 
crashed near Goose Bay Air 
Base in Labrador Saturday 
and another is missing afte;

accidents in history.

Another is missing 
over the Atlantic about 100 miles 
south of Greenland, his fate un 
known. The other two escaped se 
rious injury. 


The planes were part of a fligh 


of 16 F-84s en route to Europe and 
were flying from Goose Bay to 
Narsarssuak in Greenland. 


Fuel Tank Trouble 


The three that crashed were re 


turning to Goose Bay after their 
flight leader reported his auxiliary 
fuel tanks weren't feeding properly. 


They were making a ground ra- 


dar approach in formation when 
the leader's craft ran out of fuel. 
All three planes struck the ground 
about 3Va miles east of the big 
field. 


A rescue helicopter located the 


two surviving pilots within 20 min 
utes. One was taken to Goose Bay 
immediately, while the helicopter 
crew chief, Airman 1/C Thomas 
Miliett of Palmyra, Maine, stayed 
with the other. They .were picked 
up Sunday. 


Builds Shelter 


Unfavorable weather 
prevented 


the helicopter from making a sec- 
ond flight Saturday. During the 
night Miliett fashioned a shelter 
from the wreckage, inflated its 
rubber raft for the remaining pilot 
and administered first aid in be- 
low freezing temperatures.

Lodge's statement Sunday was his 
first public pronouncement on the 
Korea situation. 


Last week, after other delega

He 
enjoined secrecy on them but it 
was learned that they decided to 
sit tight on the U. N. Assembly

For Hawaii 
Is Nearing; 
~ 


By JAMES MAKLOW 


WASHINGTON W)—This year the 


people of Hawaii seem closer to 
the statehood they want than ever 
before. 
But for 
Alaskans 
who 


want statehood, too ,the outlook is 
bleak. 


Both houses of Congress must 


approve before either of the terri- 
tories gets statehood. The house 
gave its blessing to Hawaii twice, 
1917 and 1950, and to Alaska once, 
1950. The senate has always ig- 
nored or shoved the question aside. 


Nevertheless, Hawaiian and Al- 


asKau statehood has been 
under 


examination by congressional com- 
mittees for more than 15 years. 
In thsl time there have been more 
than a dozen hearings. The result 
so far: Blank. 


And for even longer the Demo- 


cratic and Republican parties in 
their campaign platform promises 
have been, until recently, mum- 
bling timidly about statehood for 
the two territories. 


Trick Phrases 


Mostly they tried to duck with 


such rubbery phrases as "we fa- 
vor eventual statehood" for them. 
The Republicans were still pussy- 
footing in 194S when the Demo- 
crat surged 
"immediate" 
state- 


hood for both. 


But nothing happened then, as 


usual, in spite of President Tru- 
man's additional 
urging 
to his 


Democratic-controlled congress. 


Once again in 1952, the Demo- 


cratic platform put the "immedi- 
ate" label on Hawaii and Alaska 
statehood. And in 1952 the Repub- 
licans made no bones about want- 


ing "immediate" statehood for 
Hawaii. 


They 
were 
less 
enthusiastic 


about Alaska, contending them- 
selves, but probably not the Alas- 
kans, with this phrase: "We favor 
statehood for Alaska 
under an 


equitable enabling act." 


Hawaii has 
been 
traditionally 


Republican but oddly in 1952 the 
Democrats made gains there while 
Alaska, Democratic for years, in 
1952 elected a Republican legila- 
lure. 


. "Must" Item 


President Eisenhower 
tried to 


live up to the Republican platform 
at once, for irt his state of the 
union message he said he wanted 
Hawaii to become a state fast. He 
didn't 
mention 
Alaska. 
Shortly 


afterwards, he put Hawaiian state- 
hood on his list of 11 "must" items 
for congress. 


Being only territories. Hawaii 


and Alaska are 
respresented in 


congress—in the house—by one del- 
egate each, elected ^by the voters 
in both places. But these delegates 
have no vote. 


As states, Hawaii and Alaska 


would be entitled to two senators 
and one or more house members. 


The argument given in the Capi- 


tol against 'statehood for Aloska 
boils down to 
this, 
rightly 
or 


wrongly: it's not economically fit 
for statehood yet. The same argu- 
ment can't yet be raised against 
Hawaii which pays more taxes 
than each of 11 states. 


"Gen. Clinton" could refer to any 


one of three generals in the Amer- 
ican Revolution: Sir Henry Clinton, 
the British commander, or George 
Clinton the patriot governor of New 
York, or George's younger brother 
James. 


The belief that all substances are

Recovery Not Uncommon 
In Serious Illness of Aged 


The remarkable ability of the 


human body to overcome illness is 
well shown by a letter received 
from a lady who shall be known 
as Mrs. R. She writes: 


"I am 71 years old. About seven 


years ago I went through a serious 
operation for gall bladder trouble, 
at which time stones were found. 
I was told my pancreas was found 
hard. Two tubes were put in my 
side to drain from the pancreas. 


"I was a walking skeleton at the 


end of 10 weeks, but from then I 
gamed and now weigh 140 pounds 
with a height of five feet, two 
inches. About three years ago I 
found I had sugar in the urine, but 
by careful diet have been able 
to control this until recently. I 
wonder if this sugar is likely to 
;row worse, but I should like to 
;eep away from insulin." 


Here is the story of a serious 
llness. One reason for quoting the

vancing years, many can and do 
•ecover reasonably well from con- 
ditions of the most serious nature. 


It would seem from the story 


given in the letter that Mrs. R. 
lad a true inflammation of the 
>ancrcas as well as gallstones; in 
'act, it is probably that the inflam- 
mation of the pancreas resulted 
iom the stones. 


Now, 
the pancreas is a smal 


organ lying in the upper part o 
the abdomen which manufactures 
a number of substances, including 
secretions which aid in digestion 
and a hormone which is poured 
directly into the bloodstream, anc 
is commonly known as insulin. 


The pancreas is thus a most mi 


portant organ and it is fortunate 
that it does not very often become 
inflamed, though a kind of degen 
oration which causes diabetes is 
more common. Acute inflammation 
of the pancreas, furthermore, is a 
most serious condition. 


INSULIN OFTEN NECESSARY 


Even the chronic variety which 


Mrs. R. now appears to have is not 
to be taken lightly. In the latter it 
is often necessary to give one ol 
the extracts of the pancreas and 
when sugar is present in the urine 
(which may or may not occur) in- 
sulin is often advisable as well. 


Mrs. R., therefore, should not be 


unduly prejudiced against taking 
insulin if her doctor thinks that 
will help her. It is unfortunate, of 
course, that her health is not bet- 
ter, but surely, also, hers is an 
example of a pretty good recovery 
from what originally must have 
been a really dangerous condition.

million dollars that his brother-in- 
law put at his disposal, or what 
his commission was to be. One 
thing the committee wanted to 
know was whether Karp had put 
any of this Russian money into 
Dannenberg's paper. 
As far as 


the committee 
could learn, he 


never did.

Encourage Interest in Self-Feeding 
Even If It's Somewhat Messy at First

The first six months arc a period 


of such rapid growth, and hence of 
such rapidly increasing appetite, 
that you may be concerned if your 
baby now begins to want less food 
or to seem finicky about it. 


Perhaps you have' been giving 


him his milk first at each meal- 
time, and that temporarily fills 
him up, taking away tummy room 
for solid foods. Habits arc hard to 
break, so you may have to continue 
giving him some milk first, but 
just a little. Then, after he has 
eaten all the solids he wants, let 
him have more milk. 


Often when babies are getting 


used to the three-mjeal-a-day re- 
gime, they cut down on milk intake. 
Occasionally, they even develop a 
dislike for milk. If yours does, the 
best thing to do is humor him—by 
taking the milk away if he refuses 
it. 


Make up for this by using more 


milk in his cooked foods. Give 
him creamed soup, creamed vege- 
tables, milk puddings, mild cheese. 
All he needs is a change; after a 
while, he will drink milk willingly 
once more. Avoid sweetening or 
flavoring his glass of milk, it is 
better thlk he get less milk for a 
few weeks than develop an un- 
necessary taste for sweetened milk. 


Whenever he takes an interest in 


self-feeding, encourage him. He 
will be messy at first, smearing 
the food all over himself, his high 
chair, and the floor. It will take 
him weeks to master the spoon (a 
baby spoon is easier for him to 
handle), and he will swoop up his 
glass of milk with a grand gesture 
that sends milk flying for yards. 


During this time of trial-and- 


error, arrange things so that the 
feeding area will require a mini- 
mum of cleaning up after meals. 


After your little fellow acquires 


the ability to pull himself up ex- 
pertly to tables and other surfaces, 
you enter upon a new' stage of 
existence. This may not occur until 
somewhere in the second year but 
so many babies are a menace to 
ash trays and such by the end of 
the first year that you had better 
prepare for it now. 


There are two schools of thought 


as to the way to meet the new 
situation. Some authorities say that 
a yearling cannot toe taught to 
leave things alone and that the so- 
lution is to put everything break- 


After ten months baby can use his hands well to pick up objects, 
and will begin to take an interest in self-feeding:. 


able beyond his reach for a year 
or more. 


Others contend that a child big 


enough to pull himself up is also 
big enough to learn what he may 
and may not touch. 


The writer has 'reared a child 


according to each method, and I 
should like to put in a strong vote 
for the second school of thought, 
as opposed to the first. 


While it is possible, and highly 


desirable, for a child to learn re- 
spect for family possessions, he 
should also have things of his own 
that he can tear and pound and 
pummel to his heart's content. 


Don't give your baby lovely, deli- 


cate dolls at first; give a hardy 
doll that he can chew and throw 
around as the impulse seizes him. 


Also, if he has an educational 


toy, don't insist that he use it in

Color and''its importance sets 


the tone, creates harmony and 
gives variety and accent. Texture 
analyzed types of surfaces suita- 
ble to room size and the need for 
room variety. The amount of pat- 
tern used depends too on room 
size, a "rule of two" for smaller 
ones. 


Achieving unity without sacrific- 


ing variety was illustrated by sug- 
gested color combinations of wall 
paper, rug. upholstery, curtain, 
and drapery samples. 


In summary, Miss Pilgrim said 


to avoid confusion in using too 
many colors, textures and pat- 
terns; to limit self to three col- 
ors per room—something dark, 
something light, something dull, 
and something bright.

In his first major speech since 


the election. Sen. Taft made these 
observations: 


It is almost impossible to win the 


Korean War. 


President Eisenhower has put 


Russia on notice that Western de- 
mocracies are ready to make 
moves in the Korean and Far East- 
ern situations "whenever they feel 
there is a good chance for suc- 
cess." 


These moves may involve use 


of Nationalist China troops, a pos 
sible move against the mainland 
of China by Chiang Kai Shek's 
forces and a possible bombing o: 
Red China bases in Manchuria. 


Taft said he believes the U. N 


will bomb Red China bases in Man 
churia certainly if Russian-suppliei 
Red China air 
force becomes 


strong enough to bomb Allied sup 
ply lines. 


"At present," said Taft to a stu 


dent-faculty audience of about 2, 
000, "there is no solution to the 
Korean conflict except to maintain 
a very strong position in the situa 
lion where it is almost impossible 
to win. 


"I don't think the Russians are 


going to start another world war 
They are now in a position where 
they can make some gains withou 
fighting. If they risk all in another 
world war, they may find their 
brand of communism wiped out.'

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia — UB — 
Yugoslavia's top leaders again 


have denounced Russia as a dan- 
gerous a g g r e s s o r and have 
charged that the Vatican, also, is 
endangering peace. 


Opening the fourth congress of 


the war-born peoples front organ 
ization Sunday, President Tito de- 
clared that both the Vatican and 
Soviet Union are trying to split 
the world into two " h o s t i l e 
camps." The actions ot Pope Pius 
XII, said Tito, are "dangerous for 
the peace and freedom of the 
world." 


Tito welcomed the 2,200 dele- 


gates of the former resistance or- 
ganization with a pledge that this 
Communist, 
anti-Soviet 
nation 


would struggle for peace. 


He asserted that present Krem- 


lin policies have nothing to do with 
communism as laid down by its 
founders but are rather aimed to- 
ward Russian expansion and im- 
perialism. 


Vice President Edvard Kardelj, 


Yugoslav foreign policy expert, ex- 
tended Tito's anti-Soviet attacks in 
a keynote address for delivery to- 
day before the peoples front. 


He warned that the United States 


must oppose Russian expansion 
"at all points of the globe" or risk 
collapse as a world power. 


Progress has been made "in 


containing Soviet expansion and 
aggressive pressure," K a r d e l j 
said. For example, he pointed out, 
''In Korea the Soviet attempt to 
intimidate the world has suffered 
collapse." 


He said the Russians now would 


like to involve the United States in 
a war with China to free Russian 
forces for use elsewhere. It would 
be a "fatal mistake," he added, if 
statesmen 
were duped by this 


scheme.

Pro-West Elements Win 
In Austrian Elections 


VIENNA, Austria IB— Another 


coalition government of conserva- 
tives and moderate leftists appear- 
ed in piospert for occupied Austria 
today following parliamentary elec- 
tions in which the So'cialists scored 
marked gams. 


The Communists, neo-Nazis, 


Catholic Conservatives and all oth- 
er factions in the country astride 
the Iron Cuitain lost ground in the 
voting, held in the nation's Ameri- 
can, British, French and Russian 
occupation zones. 


The Socialists polled the largest 


number of votes and picked up six 
new seats for a total of 73 in the 
165-seat lower chamber. 


Socialist Interior Minister Oskar 


Helmer told newsmen his faction 
would "continue to cooperate with 
the Peoples party to spare the 
country further suffering." 


The voters elected . 74 Peoples 


party members, 73 Socialists, four 
Communists and 14 members of 
the extreme-right, neo-Nazi League 
of Independents. This represented 
a gam of six seats for the Social- 
ists, losses of one each for the 
Conservatives, Communists and In- 
dependents and 'the removal of 


tlnee splinter party representatives 
geneially allied with the Conserva- 
tives. 


Many of the new voteis were 


youths who were believed to have 
cast their first ballots for the So- 
cialists because of the country's 
rising unemployment. 


Observers considered it signifi 


cant that the lost Communist seat 
was in one of the busy industrial 
areas of Vienna occupied by Rus 
sian troops.

shal Alexander M. Vasilevsky, in 
an otder of the day, called for the 
Army to "tighten its battle readi- 
ness" and demanded "intensitied 
vigilance" from all personnel. 


Asserting that the Soviet Army 


and Navy repiesent a "dread and 
constantly 
strengthening force," 


Sokolovsky wrote in Pravda that 
"all kinds of provocations" 
are 


being oigamzed m the Soviet Un- 
ion by the United States. 
He de- 


manded that the subversives be 
dnven out "into clear water." 


The Soviet Union, he continued, 


possesses "the best men 
in the 


world, the most perfected 
arma- 


ments, and the most progressive 
Stalinist science of victory." The 
Russian Army is ready at any 
time, he added, to give "a rush- 
ing repulse to all aggressors."

Statehood 
For Hawaii 


WASHINGTON (^-Secretary of 
he Interior McKay today uiged 
Congress to grant Hawaii immedi- 
ate statehood. 


In a statement for a House inter- 


or subcommittee hearing, McKay 
called for legislation to let Hawaii 
become the 49th state upon a de- 
ermination by the President that 
ill requirements laid down by 
Congress have been met.
